Loo Soon to Say Good-bye 


He had the face of an angel and a mischievous gleam that 
sparkled in his bright blue eyes. That was the Jarvis Gunn we 
students knew. His death іп a car accident on July 21 has left 
an empty place at ISD and in our hearts. 


He had many wonderful qualities that drew us to him. Telling 
his made-up jokes, cheering people up, making us laugh when 
we were blue, and impressing us with his intelligence by staying 
at the top of his class were just some of the reasons we cared 
about him. Like many teenagers, though, he sometimes ler 
his mischievousness get out of hand; nonetheless, he was always 


a good-natured person at heart. 


Jarvis started ас ISD in 1983 as many of us did. Our childhoods 
together merge in memories of recess, classes, games, and 
sports. Even then he liked to have fun. For example, once he 
realized that noise would make the light on the auditory trainer 
go on, he would yell and then quiet down. Soon we were all 
making the lights flash! 


His talent in sports began to show itself early. He loved to get 
teams going on the playground. That was just the beginning. 
By the time he was in high school, he had already shown talent 
in football, basketball, and track, In football, he was a talented 
quarterback who liked to fire up the team spirit of his fellow 


players. Не liked making the players feel challenged. He 
never gave up and kept fighting until the end. A sttong 
competitor, he hated to lose any game. 


In basketball, Jarvis was a good teammate also. He kept 
focused on the game and rarely lost his cool, When he had a 
weak spot, he worked to improve in that area. He always 
impressed us with his ball-handling skills and his willingness 
to make assists. 


In track, Jarvis was a skillful long-distance runner who practiced 
hard to beat his own time.
